Home of the Violin 

Mittenwald, Bavaria, ts the home of 
some of the most famous violins of 
the world.

As a matter of 
fact, it 1s this industry that keeps 
Mittenwald alive.

This industry was es- 
tablished in the early part of the 
Righteenth century when Mittenwald 
was in a most impoverished state as a 
result of the Thirty Years’ war. Since 
then it has prospered and flourished 
and the inhabitants of Mittenwald 
have good reason to be grateful to 
Matthias Klotz, founder of its violin 
industry. 


Famous Early Physician 

Hippocrates was a Greek physician 
nicknamed the “Father of Medicine.” 
He was born on the island of Cos, 460

The Brit- 
ish admiralty issues instructions as 
to the application of oil in storms, and 
points out that a very small quantity 
is effective in modifying the action of 
waves and breaking seas.

Local Man Chairman of Lions Club 
Committee for Boy Scouts 

Work of organizing the Boy Scout Council 
for Lawrence and Vicinity is well under way 
and will soon be accomplished. A committee 
of the Lawrence Lions Club which recently 
raised $7,000 to establish an efficient council 
organization, with headquarters and staff are 
giving leadership to the necessary organiza- 
tion proceedings. 

This council organization which _ will 
supervise and extend the Boy Scout move- 
ment in Lawrence, Methuen, Andover, and 
North Andover will be made up of leading 
citizens, representative of the civic, educa- 
tional, religious, business, and social inter- 
ests of these communities.

As soon as the council is organized and 
officers have been elected, the Lions Club 
will turn over the Boy Scout fund to them 
for their use and direction, Frank H. Hardy 
is Chairman of the Lions Club committee 
which is initiating the new organization. In 
an interview Albert Emerton, President of 
the Lions Club, said that it is the purpose of 
the club to place the Boy Scout fund in charge 
of the Scout Council. Although the Lions 
Club will continue their interest in the local 
Scout Council and will be represented in its 
membership it_is not the purpose of the 
Lions Club to direct the Scout movement but 
to place its direction in the hands of a fully 
representative group of interested citizens.

NAVY FIGURES 
SUN’S VAGARIES 


Eclipses for Years to Come 
Scheduled by Scientists. 


Washington.—Prolonged study of the 
vagaries of the sun and the moon has 
enabled scientists of the United States 
naval observatory here to work out 
their eclipses for the next three years. 
Under the direction of Capt. W. 8. 
Eichelberger, U. S. N., they now are 
Starting on the 1929 eclipses. 

An annual eclipse of the sun—an 
eclipse where the rim of the sun shows 
outside of the eclipsed area—is fore 
cast for July 20-21, this year, but will 
be invisible in the United States. A 
partial eclipse of the moon is due 
August 4, being more or less visible in 
the eastern states and wholly visible 
on the Pacific coast. 

There will be no eclipse of the moon 
next year, but there will be a total 
eclipse of the sun January 14, 1926. 
It will be visible only from Africa to 
the Indian ocean, and the naval ob- 
servatory will send a party from here 
to Sumatra to observe it. 

An annular eclipse of the sun will 
be visible July 9-10, 1926, in the cen- 
tral Pacific ocean, and as a partial in 
northern Australia, the eastern edge 
of Asia, the United States and Mexico, 

In 1927 there will be five eclipses— 
three of the sun and two of the moon. 
Seven eclipses in a year Is the maxi- 
mum, five of the sun and two of the 
moon, and the least number in a 
twelve-month is two, both of the sun, 
as will be the case in 1926. 

An annular solar eclipse, visible in 
the southern Pacific, will occur Janu- 
ary 8, 1927. A total of the sun, June 
29, will be visible in Europe, appear- 
ing as a near total at Nome, Alaska. 
Another total of the moon in 1927 will 
take place December 8, visible gen- 
erally in the Pacific ocean and in the 
northern part of North America. A 
partial eclipse of the sun will occur De- 
cember 24, 

Another heavenly phenomeuon will 
be seen In 1927 in the transit of Mer- 
cury, which will appear as a dot on the 
sun... On November 10 the transit will 
tnke place, visible generally in the Pa- 
cific ocean, Australia and Asia, except 
in the northern and western portions, 
It will be visible at Honolulu, Manila 
und Samoa. 

In 1928 three of the sun and two of 
the moon will be the order of eclipses. 
Cuptain Kichelberger considers the to- 
tal solar eclipse of May 19, 1928, will be 
aucurious one, only part of the resulting 
shadow falling on the earth, appearing 
us an piece on the south of Africa and 
the southern part of South America, 
A total of the moon, June 3, will be 
visible in the western parts of North 
and South America, the Pucitie ocean, 
Australin and the eastern border of 


Asin. Partial solar eclipses will occur 
June 17 and November 12, a total of 
the moon transpiring November 27, 


visible in the western hemisphere.

Figures show that 780,000 na- 
tive born Swedes lve outside 
the country, of whom 625,000 
are in the United States, 30,000 
in Canada, 50,000 in Norway 
and 36,000 In Denmark. The 
Swedish race in Finland num- 
bers about 350,000, while the to- 
tal Swedish stock in the United 
States, including tmmigrants and 
their children was 1,457,382 in 
1920. 

The foreign born inhabitants 
of Sweden number 57,832, or less 
than 1 per cent of the total pop- 
ulation. 


PRISONERS LEARN 
BY MAIL COURSE 


Larger Percentage Finish 
Than in Civil Life. 


New York.—A larger proportion of 
Inmates of penal institutions complete 
correspondence courses than in civil 
life, according to officials of the Na- 
tional Society of Penal Information. 
William B. Carver, secretary in charge 
of the educational work among pris- 
oners, recently explained the society's 
aims as follows: 

“We desire to assist prisoners to get 
on their feet after they complete their 
terms. Through the agency of the Wel- 
fare League association we supply 
correspondence courses to prisoners in 
New York state, in order to increase 
their earning power and develop in 
them the habit of initiative and con- 
tinuous effort inseparable from intel- 
ligent studies,” said Mr. Carver, “Our 
Statistics show that from 80 to 90 per 
cent of the prisoners taking the courses 
complete their work, an average far 
in excess of those people who take 
correspondence courses in civil life. 

“Prison work should be looked upon 
as.an educational matter, aside from 
the idea of punishment or retribution. 
Prisoners hate the word ‘reform,’ so 
we call it ‘social re-education.” We 
try to develop social tendencies, to en- 
courage unselfish service and manly 
self-development. 

“The fundamental factors we have 
struck in our employment work are 
that the prisoners’ previous training 
does not tend to form habits of contin- 
uous effort, and that many are poorly 
prepared to take their part In the life 
of the community. 

Prison Schools Inadequate. 

“The prison schools are inadequate, 
They teach men to read and write and 
give a little arithmetic. Prisoners are 
not obliged to attend, but many go to 
avoid the work in the shops. The 
prison classes are often run by Inmate 
teachers, who give little enthusiasm, 
and supply no vocational training. 

“Our society furnishes courses to a 
limited number of men. At present we 
have 47 still taking courses out of &7 
who applied, and in most cases com- 
pleted their work. Most of these men 
are in New York institutions—Clinton 
prison at Dannemora, Auburn, Sing 
Sing. and Great Meadow at Comstock 
—but we have one federal prisoner at 
Fort Leavenworth who is taking 
a course in advanced English. 

“Most of the men prefer the courses

One man its studying jour 
two are studying advanced 
one, a former engineer, is 
studying technical German. One of 
our ‘students is taking a course In 
higher salesmanship from La Salle unl- 
versity, Chicago. 

We receive most enthusiastic letters 
from our students. One student of 
steamfitting worked his way up from 
hole to the boiler room at 
Before he entered he 
was a common laborer. Another boy, 
twenty-seven years old, with seven 
years already spent in various institu- 
tions and a term till 1988, Is studying 
the modern gasoline engine. One of 
our graduates took a course in sales- 
manship, and just wrote the soclety 
that he had secured a job. Another 
man, confined for ten years, writes 
that he has memorized every page of 
his lessons on traffic management.” 

Limited by Money. 

The funds for this work are supplied 
by the Welfare League association, 25 
West Forty-third street, and it was 
stated that the number of applicants 
for correspondence courses was limit- 
ed by the amount of money at their 
disposal. Every prisoner's application 
must be indorsed by the head teacher 
at his prison, and is then forwarded to 
the Welfare League association for 
action. According to their funds, they 
order the course from”elther Columbla 
or Massachusetts, and the rest {s in 
the hands of James A. Moyer, director 
of the Massachusetts extension 
courses, and of Dr. James C. Egbert 
of Columbia. 

It is hoped to extend this work from 
New York into neighboring states. 

Through the work thus arranged the 
prisoners are becoming part of the ed- 
ucational system; education is over- 


coming the ignorance which leads to 
crime. In its work among released

helped 1,916 men, getting Jobs for 504 
of them. These men came from 28 
states; some wanted advice, some 
medical assistance, but most of them 
merely wanted to report progress and 
obtain encouragement.

ESSEX COUNTY AGRICULTURAL 
SCHOOL NOTES 


White Pine Blister Rust Control 


Intensive educational work for the pro- 
tection of White Pine in Essex County began 
May 1, 1922. Since that date twenty-one 
towns have been offered service. Owners to 
the number of 1,136 have cooperated and 
their pines protected; 62,392 acres have been 
examined; 259,339 wild currant and goose- 
berry bushes (Ribes) have been found and 
destroyed; and 8,430 cultivated currant and 
gooseberry bushes (Ribes) have been dis- 
posed of. 

The remaining towns will be visited this 
year and all cooperative Blister Rust control 
work will be finished October 1, 1925. After 
that date no further financial, Federal or 
State, assistance will be available for Essex 
County. 

All owners of pine lands who have not 
received assistance and wish to avail them- 
selves of same should apply at once, giving 
total acreage of holdings, number in pine, 
mixed pine and hardwoods or sprout land 
coming into pine, and mail to William T. 
Roop, Federal Agent in Charge, Essex 
County Agricultural School, Hathorne, Mass. 


School Maintains Nursery of Flowering 
Shrubs and Perennials 


The school maintains a small working 
nursery. It is the effort of the division to 
keep specimen plants of many of the shrubs, 
as well as a wide variety of roses, both for 
purposes of identification as well as to fur- 
nish decorative and propagating material. 
This collection is gradually being widened 
by the addition of peonies, phlox, and other 
flowering herbaceous plants. 

One of the outstanding features of the year 
has been the collection of flowering bulbs, 
tulips, narcissus, hyacinths, and crocuses. 

It is the effort of the management to keep 
all varieties carefully marked so that the oa 
lection may be of value to visitors at all times. 

The nursery is located near the west en- 
trance to the grounds and is very accessible 
by machine

Lower Creatures’ Odd 


Forms of Locomotion 

In aD address before the Wagner 
Free Institute of Science at Philadel- 
phia Prof. Samuel Schumucker de- 
clared’that-the euglena is the-simplest 
known form of animal Ife. In the 
lower forms of life, which are found 
In quiet waters, it is Impossible to dis 
tinguish between animals and plants. 
Locomotion among the lower animals 
must be without legs or wings, says 
Professor Schumucker. These come 
only when Ife has developed into 
higher forms. “The simplest animals,” 
he says, “are little drops of jelly, with 
& whiplash whose lashes drive them 
through the water by jerks. When 
they get thousands of little lashes in- 
stead, the motion becomes steady. 
This plan is kept for the inside move- 
ments {n higher animals, and we clear 
alr from the little rooms of our lungs 
by such motions.” Respecting the loco- 
motion of worms Professor Schu- 
mucker said: “Worms. have come to 
have muscles whose contraction moves 
them, while bristles keep them from 


slipping back ward.”’—Pathfinder,

Two Theories as to 
Origin of “Gazette” 


_There are two theories as to the 
origin of “gazette.” It seems that the 
first newspaper called) was pub- 
lished at Venice in the Sixteenth cen- 
tury. According to one theory, the pa- 
per was issued at Venice by the gov- 
ernment and came out In manuscript 
once a month during the war of 1563 
between the Venetians and the Turks.

of acent. Hence the paper came to be 
called the “gazetta” and finally the 
“gazette.” If this derivation is correct 
it is parallel to that of “Jitney’” as ap- 
plied to a bus which carries passen- 
gers for a “Jitney,” or a nickel. Ac- 
cording to the other theory, “guzette” 
as applied to the Venetian paper is de- 
rived from “gazzi,” a magple, Hence 
it might have been a fitting name for a 
newspaper.—Pathfinder.
